The money system as out- 


lined by the Assembly is 
simple and yetit has not 
been understood as it should 
be. A repetition ot it might 
be in order just here. 
Every member should pay 
a tenth of theirincome each 
week into the treasury of the 


Sunday. This includes the 
bishops, deacons, evangelists 
as well as all the lay mem-

| This does not include the 
free will offerings that should 
always be kept separate. 
The tithes are for the support 
of the ministry and should 
\never be used for other ex- 
| penses of the church. 


itisthe duty of the deacons 
to count out one tenth of these 
tithes and lay aside for the 
state overseer and get them 
to him as soon as practicable. 
After the tithe of the tithes 
have been taken out tor the 
state overseer then the pastor 
may be given his portion. 
Now don’t think that the 
pastor should have all the 
tithes that are left. He is to 
have only what he needs. 
Sometimes more, some- 
times less. The deacons 
should always look after the 
needs of the pastor and be 
sure he hasenough. If there 
is any left inthe treasury, 
don’t think you have to find 
a place for it right at once. 
In fact you should always 
have a surplus in the treasury 
and never for one moment 
take it all out and allow it to 
be empty. © You may need 
to save up .some for your 
evangelist that holds your 
special revival, or for the 
state overseer when he comes 
besides the tithe of the tithes 
he has already received, or

Itis never the pastor’s 
business to be treasurer or 
have any part in handling this 
money, unless the deacons 
or treasurer wants some 
counsel from him. I have 
heard of some pastors who 
took charge of the tithes and 
when he had taken out the 
tithe of the tithes for the state 
overseer he keeps the rest. 

No doubt he needed all and 
more, too, but that is not the 
proper way to receive God’s 
approval.

Those who are 
called can not go unless the 
individual members stand by 
them, or with them as they 
go forth, We may call our- 
selves by the Lord’s name, 
but we are not fully into His 
mind until we get the burden 
of the evangelization of the 
whole world on our heart. - 


God’s church is as a mighty 
army, going forth with deter- 
mination and courage that 
cannot be stayed or stopped 
until it has. csrried out its 
great commission, the carry- 
ing of the gospel to every 
creature under the sun. 

Perils on land or sea can- 
not stop them, hunger, priva- 
tions, persecutions, or if a few 
live and then loose their lives 
other brave soldiers fill up 
their places and press right 
on until their task is complet- 
ed. And what is their task 
do you say? The evangeli- 
zation of the whole world, 
giving every creature under 
heaven a chance to hear and 
be saved. 

St. Paul was a good illustra- 
tion of the spirit of the Church 
of Jesus, though on every side 
opposition withstood Him, 
false brethren, imprisonment, 
hunger, thirst, nakedness, 
needs of various things, yet 
He said “None of these things 
move we.” He counted a 
victorious ministry greater 
than life itself. Perhaps 
if more of us had the same 
Spirit we would. not be so 
easily discouraged, nor drop 
out so easily on account of 
lack of funds, or because of a 
little persecution. 

St. Paul knew in whom he 








believed, and that God was 
faithful. It was not a matter 
of beieg happy ora mere 
sentimental profession, but he 
knew what God wanted done 
and he was about his Master’s 
business with a courage and 
firmness becoming the impor- 
tance and _ sacredness of his 
divine calling. Its all right to 
go on our way shouting the 
victory, but the shout which 
filled the soul of this great 
Apostle was one which held 
up and made him firm and 
steady under every condi- 
tion and surrounding giving 
his faith bouyancy -and 


strength under all the trials 
and difficulties. His faith saw 
God, and thus he leaned on 


God who made his ministry 
every where he went a suc- 
cess. His faith in God held 
on the stormy sea, in the 
prison, among false brethren, 
it supplied when he needed 
food or clothing, and amid 
savages, he declared that he 
had “Kept the faith, and 
fought a good fight.’’ Because 
of his faith in God he could 
suffer for any or all the ne- 
cessities of life and yet 
through all, rejoice and go 
right on with his great work. 

We must remember too 
that St. Paul was largely a 
“Foreign Missionary.” Faith 
that will enable us to obey 
God at home and get supplied 
with the needs of life, will be 
the same effective power in 
the foreign field. If we have 
faith in God that will bring 
things to pass at home, it will 
bring results in the foreign 
field if God takes us there. 

A man who goes with his 
ticket and needs already in 
sight is not walking by faith, 
but by sight. Most of us have 
faith just as far as we can see 
and it really looks as if our 
eyesight were poor in many 
cases. Of course if each in- 
dividual member did his duty 
those who are called to go 
could almost walk by sight, 
but if God has called you to 
go, your call is not dependant 
on those about you, but is an 
individual matter between 
yourself and God, and if 
those whose privilege and 
happiness it should be to sup- 
port you fail, God will see 
that you are sustained as you 
obey Him. But of course if 
you have your eyeson_ the 
people you had best remain 
at home. But remember this 
that if you go forth with your 
eyes on God and keep them 
there, God_ will get the eyes 
of enough of His people upon 
you that you will not starve.

teachers. Scholars are quick 
to detect the lack of prepara-

it they conclude the teacher 
is not much interested in 
them, hence they become 
disinterested too. 

Beloved if we are to be 
successfuly we as teachers 
must make. preparation for 
our work. A man who does 
not know how to use the 


‘tools of the carpenter is not 


the man you would employ 
to build a house God has 
given us His word and we 
must know how to use it. 
The destiny of souls is in our 
hands, and just to read over 
the lesson and ask the ques- 
tions printed in the “quarter- 
ly” ina formal way is not 
enough. It fails to satisfy the 
scholars. -It also fails to satisfy 
God. We should make it a 
point of business to set aside 
some time for the study of 
the lesson before Sunday 
comes. We should study 
our scholars too; study in 
what way we can interest 
them and cause them to look 
with pleasure - to the coming 
Sunday, and above all we 
should love them; love them 
till they can feelit. If we 
love them we will endeavour 
to lead themin the way of 
everlasting life, and will work 
to thatend.
